Solar Propagation Forecast 


ARRL - KT7H 


Except for the low solar flux values, conditions have 
been fairly good, as indicated by low geomagnetic 
indices. Recurrence of effects due to solar rotation 
suggests more unstable conditions centered around 
December 17, although a lower level of activity is 
expected. Look for the solar flux values to decline 
down to the low seventies, where it is expected to 
remain through the first few weeks of December. 


Sunspot Numbers for late November averaged 19.4, 
and 10.7 cm flux averaged 78.3. 


The path projection for this report is from the center of 
the United States to Vietnam: 


80 meters should be good from 1030z to 1400z, and 40 
meters from 1000z to 1100z and again from 1400z to 
1530z. On some days there may be propagation during 
the 1100z to 1400z period. 30 meters should be open 
from 1500z to 1730z and from 2230z to 2345z. 20 
meters may be open on some days from 1600z to 
1730z, and on fewer occasions up to an hour earlier 
and two hours later. On a few days there may also be 
an opening after 2230z on this band. The bands above 
20 meters do not look good for this path at this time.

- KB8NW/OPDX/BARF-80 BBS 


BOTSWANA. Dave, A22MN, says he will be 
operating 160 meters starting at 0300Z (November 
14th) on 1827-1828 kHz. He will start on 160, then as 
propagation permits he will move to 80 meters (3511 
KHZ), then to 40 meters (no frequency mentioned). 
This schedule will be run every other week due to his 
work schedule (one week on and one week off). Dave 
will be leaving A2-land in mid to late March 1995. 


DX Summary (Cont) 


EASTERN KIRIBATI. A group of JA operators will 
be active from here December 27, 1994 to January 2, 
1995. Their possible callsigns may be: T32J 
(JRSJAQ), T32A (JASEXW), T32Q (JR4QZH), T32X 
(JA4GXS) and T320 (JF4LNO YL). Activity will be 
on 160-6 meters CW/SSB/RTTY and there may be a 
possibility of satellite operations. Jack, KD4ND, will 
be traveling to Christmas Island Dec 3-13. His callsign 
is expected to be T32ND and he will be active on all 
bands, mostly SSB w/ some CW operations. 


GLORIOSO. Henn, FRSZQ will take over for Jacques 
and is expected to be active through the end of the year. 
Listen for him on SSB daily on 28480 kHz at 1500z or 
21256 kHz at 1600z. QSL via CBA. 


NEW CALEDONIA. Serge, F6AUS, will be active as 
FK/F6AUS from November 17th to December 8th. He 
hopes to be active from Loyalty Islands (IOTA 
OC-033), from Huon Island (IOTA OC-058) and 
Belep (IOTA OC-079). He will operate on all bands 
CW and SSB, but watch on IOTA frequency. 


NEPAL. Willi, OE7KWT, is signing 9N1WT using 
the station of 9NIKY. He uses 21270 and 14270 kHz 
around 0800z but has been on the 14226 DX net 
around 1145z. QSL via OE7KWT. 


TUNISIA. JH2CFD, JF2EZA, JR2RVL and JL2OYI 
are instructing Tumisians on amaieur radio operations 
and plan to set up a club station, call sign 3V8BB. Try 
14025 and 14195 kHz around 0700z. QSL via 
JF2ZEZA. 


VIETNAM. Rolf, SMSMX, aka 4S7MX and 5Z4MX, 
is active from Hanoi signing XV7SW. Listen for is 
fixed frequency CW on 3505, 7033, 14016, 14021, 
21019 and 28016 kHz. QSL via Rolf T. Salme, 
Embassy of Sweden, Box 9, Hanoi, Vietnam. 


Old Time Chatter. wor 


Some of the members may recall reading (I always 
hoped) articles that appeared in the HAMSPLATTER 
under the heading of OTC or "Old Time Chatter". I am 
forced to reappear in these pages to point out how our 
Radio Amateur history is changed and lost. 

Presently you can read how a group of people are 
asking that history which will be used in our 
educational system be re-written. Paul Revere, among 
a number of historical persons with whom we are 
familiar, will no longer appear in the history books. 
Instead there will appear names which many of us have 
never heard before. 

To understand how this can happen, let us study 
how our hobby history is being changed. Ask the 
following question of your friends or acquaintances: 
"What was the first television station in Fort Wayne?" 


Their answer will no doubt be WKJG. Not true. If your 
question was restated to read, "What was the first 
commercial television in Fort Wayne?", the answer would 
then be true. The first statement would not have been 
aired 20 years ago. The chief engineer was Eugene 
Chase, W9SWK (now a silent key) and Robert Stone, 
W9JRR was his assistant. 

To present you with the facts, I will repeat an article 
from the Hamsplatter that appeared in March 1986. This 
will bring the new members on board, and help the older 
ones who might have experienced some memory loss: 


OTC by W9TC 

The cast for this story is as follows: Donald 
Thompson, W9ADL, who worked at the GE during the 
1930's and each day set the Master Clock using the time 
signals from WWV. Julian Stark, W9IAMZ, who 
operated his own shop on Fairfield Avenue for a number 
of years. Earl Springer, WOBWI, a former teacher at 
Central High School. At a later date, Earl would develop 
"blind flying" at Indianapolis. The fourth member, 
Raymond Hupp, W9CLF, an honor graduate of Illinois U. 
and a teacher of math at the GE App. School and later as 
a Test Eng. 

Don W9ADL and I were recently reminiscing and 
our conversation tumed to the days of early TV. Don told 
about a FWRC meeting in 1932 at which the first TV 
(using the system invented by an Englishman named 
Baird) was presented by Julian, W9AMZ, who built two 
TV receivers and Earl, W9BWI, who built a transmitter 
for TV. Don suggested that I give Julian a call for more 
particulars. Julian was able to furnish me a copy of a 
Journal Gazette article which was published in 1948. 
The article related comments which he had made during 
the interview with the reporter about the TV operation. 

The article tells about the public which would come 
to Julian's home in 1932 wanting to see their first TV 
pictures. At times as many as 30 people would show up. 
Viewing at that time was limited to only a few people due 
to the use of a 5" diameter lens. Each evening for a 
period of eight months, a call would be made to Earl at 
eight PM. Earl would then turn on the transmitter and 
talk over the land line. Most of the time Earl could be 
seen eating an apple, or talking on the phone. Julian also 
was able to receive pictures from WIBO at Chicago and 
at times a Boston Station on 175 meters. 

Ray, W9CLF working with Earl using the connecting 
land line, experimented with Ray, transmitting Earl's 
voice on a different 160 meter frequency. I was told their 
signals were received and reported in Chicago. During 
the time when Raymond and Earl were conducting their 
tests, Ray invited me out for one of the evenings when 
they were on the air. This was my first exposure to TV. 
With Ray's "Elmering", I purchased the parts in 1933 
from a Western Television Co. which folded due to over- 
estimating the market. These parts which I assembled 
consisted of a cabinet, lens, disk, synchronous motor, and 
a 1" square plate neon tube. The picture was framed by 
using a brake on the disk until sync was established. 


OTC (Cont) 


In the 1940's, Paul Maxwell, a former WOWO 
engineer, was teaching at Indiana Tech. His sister was 
Marilyn Maxwell. Paul asked me to donate the TV set 
to the school. A few years after Paul became a silent 
key, Stan Johnson told me that the school had scrapped 
the TV along with other items - but he was able to 
obtain the set from the dump!

Electronic VEC Filing OK'd by FCC 


ARRL Bulletin 84 


The FCC today released a 7-page order amending its 
amateur rules, effective December 20, 1994, to reflect 
what the commission calls "non substantive procedural 
changes": 


1. To permit electronically filed data from VEC's 
(paper applications will also still be accepted). 


2. To authorize operation as soon as the new license data 
appears in the amateur service licensee database, rather 
than (as now) when the license document has been 
delivered (details of how the new licensee can determine 
his call sign will be announced later). 


3. To add a new rules section, "examinee conduct", to 
emphasize that an examinee must comply with the 
instructions given by the VE's. 


4. To treat "Technician Plus" as a license class. 


5. And to provide for a "renewal short form" which the 
FCC says will be mailed to licensees in advance of their 
expiration date beginning sometime in 1995. The FCC 
added that renewal applications would be accepted in 
more than 90 days before the expiration date. 


Because of the nature of of these rule amendments, there 
1S NO notice or comment period required by federal law. 
Again, these changes do not take effect until December 
20, 1994.
